ARRESTED AT CARROLLTON, ILL 


HURRIED TO JERSEYVILLE, THEN 
TO ALTON AND EDWARDSVILLE. 


Sheriff Feared His Man Would Be 
Lynched and Kept Him Moving to 
Avoid the Mob That Formed. 


Albert Shenkle, 25 years old, spent a por- 
tion of Christmas night in four different 
iilinois jails. 

First incarcerated in the Green County 
jail at Carrollton, the town in which his 
alleged crime was committed, he was hur- 
ried to the Jersey County bdstile at Jersey- 
ville within an hour after his arrest, for 
fear that he would be lynched. 

Later the Carrollton authorities conclud- 
ed he might not be safe at Jerseyville, and 
shipped him to Alton. 

Early Wednesday morning it was con- 
cluded that the prison at Edwardsville, 
the county seat of Madison County, was 
stronger than the Alton calaboose, and 
Shenkle was removed to that place. 

The crime of which Shenkle is accused is 
of the same character as thu.c that have 
caused so many lynchings in other parts of 


the country. The victim in this case is 
little 13-year-old Della Gill, the daughter 
of Charles Gill, a prominent citizen of Car- 
roliton, and a granddaughter of Maj. Gill, 
well known in political circles in lllinois. 

The little girl left her home about 8:30 
o'clock Sunday evening to accompany an- 
other child. whe lived across the street 
from the Gill residence. to an entertain- 
ment at the Congregational Church. 

It is charged by the Carroliton authori- 
ties that Shenkle. whom they give a bad 
reputation. seized the little girl on the 
etreet and held her in his power until a 


woman passing by saw him and gave the)! 


alarm. The child was taken home and pro- 
nounced seriously injured, it is said, by phy- 


sicians. 

Shenkle was caught by the police and, 
placed in the county jail. Soon the news 
of his arrest and the reason for {it spread} 
throughout the city and angry murmuriggs 


were heard. 

Sheriff Lovell deemed Shenkle in danger of 
a iIvnching and quietly slipped him into a 
buggy and took him to Jerseyville, twelve 
miles distant. ; 

He-returned about 11 o'clock and found 
that a mob of seventy men had broken into 
the jail and searched it from top to bottom 
for Shenkle. Then. fearing that these men 
would divine where the missing prisoner had 
been taken, he sent a deputy to Jerseyville, 
with instructions to take him to Alton. 

This the deputy did, arriving in 
about 3 o'clock Wednesday morning.

HIS WIFE HEARD HIM DISPUTING 
OUTSIDE THE HOUSE. 


Immediately Thereafter a Pistol Shot 
Was Fired and Richardson Stag- 
gered Into Her Presence and 
Fell to the Floor Dead. 


SAVANNAH, Mo., Dew 26.—The mysteri- 
oues shooting of Frank Richardson, a 
wealthy citizen and member of the firm of 
Fife & Richardson, remains unexplained, 
and all theories, and there are many ad- 
vanced, seem at fault. Officers who are at 
‘work on the case think Richardson was 
murdered. The coroner's inquest began this 
morning. 

Mrs. Richardson, widow of the man slain, 
was an important witness, but could give 
no clew to the identity of the man who 
killed her husband. 


The Widow’s 
Statement. 

Mrs. Richardson states that she heard a 
man talking to her husband in a loud tone 
just before they reached the front door. 
The strange voice was asking Mr. Rich- 
ardson something which Mrs. Richardson 
was unable to catch, and Mr. Richardson 
appeared to be giving an evasive answer. 

Suddenly she heard-the strange voice 
say: ‘‘Well, has it finally come to this?” 

Instantly there was the report of a re- 
volver and she rushed to the door to see 
what the trouble was. Mr. Richardson was 
| on the inside of the door, which was sti]] 
|ajar, and was unable to make any state- 
ment to her. He walked into an adjoining 
room, sank to the floor and almost in- 


stantly expired, 


Theories That 
Are Advanced. 


Detectives claim to have learned that 
the probable murderer isa prominent busi- 
ness man of Savannah, but the name of the 
Suspect is not revealed, and will not be till 
sufficient evidence is secured to warrant 
his arrest. 

It is the belief of one of the detectives 
| working on the case that when the mystery 
is cleared up a well-known woman of Sa- 
vannah will be able to impart some impor- 
tant information on the tragedy. 

Other witnesses at the inquest testified 
that there was cause for trouble between 
Richardson and another business man of 
Savannah, and their testimony hints at a 
scandal that will involve two of the best- 
known families in the city. 

No arrests have been made. but it is ex- 
pected that the coroner will take steps to 
cause the arrest of the suspected man be- 


It is known that he fs now being watched 
and will not be permitted to leave the city. 

According to the best information the 
events of the tragedy took place as follows: 

About 8:30 o'clock Monday night Mr. Rich- 
'ardson left the Fife & Richardson store aft- 
er telling his partner that he was going to 
another store for some Christmas presents 
he had purchased. In less than half an 
hour later Mrs. Richardson, who was sitting 
at the family home waiting for her hus- 
band to come to accompany her to an enter- 
tainment at the opera hdtse, heard two men 
entering at the front door. She arose and 
turned down the light, expecting to start 
immediately for the entertainment. A mo- 
ment later Mrs. Richardson was startled 
by the loud report of a pistol, and upon 
opening the door into the hall her husband 
fell forward and In a few minutes he Was 
dead, never having spoken after the shot 
was fired.

WHY DOES MARRIAGE PROLONG LIFE? 


Various reasons are given for the fact that married people 
as a rule live longer than the unmarried. The current num- 
ber of the Literary Digest contains an interesting extract from 
an article on this subject by Dr. Prinzing, a German scient- 
ist. 

Dr. Prinzing shows that the married are healthier than the 
unmarried, and .«xposed to fewer dangers. The mutual care 
of husband and wife for each other, and of the children for 
their parents, if there be children, and various other factors 
are noted as making for long life among married people. 

But one important factor in prolonging life is mot men- 
tioned, though it is probably the most important, namely, the 
will to live, which is much more powerful with a man or wo- 
man on whom others are intimately dependent. 

How often will a man or a woman threatened with illness 
fight aguinst and overcome it, for the sake of the marital] 
partner or the helpless children; -whereas a single person 
would probably give up to the attack. 

This idea that sickness and perhaps death can be postponed 
by a determined effort on the part of the individual is gaining 
ground, and the undoubted power of mental action over bod- 
ily conditions lends it strong support. We are sti]] only at the 
threshold of knowledge on the subject. But the facts already 
noticed show that it is a subject worthy of our most thorough 
investigation.

It was a soul stirring spectacle and a 
lessou in hospitality which those who saw will never forget. 
At this feast 5500 persons were fed and baskets of food for 
500 more were taken away by guests for sick friends and 
relatives.

The bullet missed the barber and 
sank into one of the dimpled shoulders of 
a buxom young woman, who, In a gorgeous 
ballroom gown, smiled at the combatants 
from a large picture on the wall. 

But the buxom young woman continued 
to smile just as sweetly. This seemed to 
enrage the stranger and getting closer to 
the stove he again leveled his pistol at the 
crouching whisker trimmer. Sams fortified 
himself for the second shot with unusual 


Sagacity. He put one hand forward and 
upward with the fingers outspread. it 
was the luckiest thing he ever did. it

Friday morning Sams told the Post-Dis- 
patch he was not badly hurt, but that if 
e made any money on hair cuts or shaves 
for a few days he would have to earn it 
with his left hand. He was anxious to get 


out and positive in his declaration that he | 


had never seen his assailant before and had 
no idea why he was shot. 
In his cell, only a few feet away. the 


other prisoner expressed much regret for | 


what he had done. 

“I was drunk and don’t know what hap- 
pened,’ he told the Post-Dispatch. ‘It's 
true, though, that I never saw the man be- 
fore last night. I only came to town night 
before last from Leavenworth, Kan., where 
I am employed as a clerk by a man named 
Kosinski, at Fourth and Jackson streets 
I'm sorry I didn't kill myself. If I get out 
of this I may go jump in the river.’
